W O R K IN G week of five days, eight hours to a day, has long 
been sought by American labor. 
And it has had the endorse­ 
ment of some economists who, as a theory, advance the conten­ 
tion that industry could readily be organized so that these w ork­ 
ing hours would bring no diminution of output. There is little that 
can be said in favor of more efficient, productive methods unless 
they carry with them the possibility of greater opportunity for self- 


improvement. 
But to lay down the five-day or tour-dav week as a flat and 
arbitrary standard is impossible. 
It fits the garm ent trades in the 
New York district at a time when they are threatened with over­ 
production and it m ay fit other industries as well. Certainly, it is 
far better to work one day less a week than to have weeks of en­ 


forced idleness in dull seasons. 
However, there never can be a universal working week of 
four or five days. 
There will always be some who— through 
choice or necessity— must work six or seven days a week.

The man who works five days wants garages, 
service stations and places of am usem ent open for business when he ;

There will always be some men and women

From the House of Savoy hall they 
' drove to the home of Joe Paglia in 
the rear of Lutton street, as they had 
been told th a t Paglia had some wine 
w'hich had been given to him. Paglia 
produced a gallon of wine and the 
four men started in to drink it, each 
drinking about equal quantities until 
it had been finished. 
While at the Paglia house the men 
had been talking and singing. There 
had been no trouble of any kind. 
About 12:30 Elisco said th a t he had a 
sick child at his home and wanted to 
see how it was getting along. They 
drove to Elisco’s house. The child 
was found to be some better. 
Elisco put some coal on the heater 
and then suggested th a t they have 
some coffee. He m ade it In a small 
coffee pot th a t held about one cup 
each for the four. They had some 
annisette wrhich they put into the 
coffee. 
Annisette, the witness ex­ 
plained w7as of an intoxicating nature, 
but weaker th an whiskey. A fter the 
first coffeepot full was drunk they 
made another and more annisette was 
poured into it from a bottle. 
Di Rauso complained th a t Elisco 
had poured more of the annisette in ­ 
to the other’s cups th an into his.
